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The Need of True Wor-

Aboard the S. S. Sinaia.-—On the ar- 
ternoon of July 22d, we came in plain 
view of the Islands of Flores and 
Corvo which are at the extreme west 
end of the archipelago. These islands 
(as are the others of the Azores) are 
supposed to be of volcanic origin, al- 
though they are inactive now and 
have been for many years. They are 
huge and very steep mountains spring- 
ing abruptly from the sea which read- 
ily explains why the recent would-be 
trans-Atlantic flyers wrecked their 
plane in landing there. 

,With our field glasses we were able 
to view the beautiful little villages 
that are built along the beaches or 
ravines of the island, and even though 
we saw many small farms there seem- 
ed to be no houses upon them, which 
led us to believe that the farmers live 
in the villages. 

On July 23d at 6:30 a. m. we arriv- 
ed at Angra, the chief city of Terceira 
Island, and went ashore for approxi- 
mately two hours. This we found 
to be a truly peautiful place even 
though things seemed to be quite ori- 
ental. The ox carts with large basket 
like bodies were used for hauling 
wood. We also saw several of these 
oriental automobiles, drawn either by 
ox or donkey, celivering milk and 
bread. These however had small wood 
bodies. 

Among the places of interest that we 
visited was the garden or _ public 
square, the market place and the Ca- 
thedral. The garden was a very beau- 
tiful laid out square with a large pool 
in the center. The stately palms and 
other tropical or sub-tropical trees, 
were underlaid with beds of beautiful 
shasta daisies and other sub-tropical 
flowers, many of which we had never 
seen before. At one end of the garden 
was a shady retreat with seats where 
one might rest. This ended abruptly 
against the hill which seemed as a 
stone wall from whence came a beau- 
tiful stream of cool water. The garden 
was bounded on one or more sides 
with banana orchards, though we 
could see nothing but the tops of the 
trees as most all of the private gar- 
dens or orchards are surrounded by 
stone walls. 

Our next trip was to the city market. 
This was indeed interesting even 
though we had seen others quite like 
it in the Bahama Islands. Upon enter- 
ing the gate one can make a circular 
trip of shopping. Each merchant has 
his little stall from which he sells his 
apricots, bananas, watermelons or oth- 
er products of the islands. The meat 
stalls were very unsanitary, as there 
were no screens around them which 
allowed a multitude of flies to gather 
upon the meat. 

Our visit to the Cathedral of Angra 
was indeed very inspiring. Not  be- 
cause we had a feeling that we were 
nearer Heaven, but because of the de- 
votion we beheld, for while we were 
there one of our party who was evi- 
dently a Catholic, bowed in humble 
worship before the shrine. Oh! that 
the real Christians of our beloved 
America could be so devoted to the 
true worship of God. Should not the 
Church of God get a lesson from this 
and return from its laxity in devotion? 
We feel sure that it should. Let us get 
the lesson of devotion from these be- 
nighted subjects of Rome. 

As we were only allowed a short 
time on shore we went to the _ post 
office, mailed two letters, gave the 
postmaster a quarter, and received uno 
escudo and diaz centavos as change 
then returned to the boat to go ashore 
again at the largest city in the Azores, 
Punta Delgada, at 4:30 p. m. 

The makeup of Punta Delgada is 
much on the order of that of Angra 
with the exception of being 
larger. We saw many peddlers of fish, 
chickens, eggs, and other things car- 
ried in baskets at either end of a stick 
which was swung across the shoulder. 
This seemed to be a great load, espe- 
cially upon the boys who had to carry 
large portions of these products, 

The Church of God of England has a 
mission at this place about forty years 
old. The missionary who is now in

To become slack concerning it is one 
of the greatest crimes a minister can 
commit, especially when he looses the 
dignity of this calling while in the pul- 
pit. 

In a greater sense than is often real- 
ized, the minister has to take the 
Place of God for his congregation. He 
has to do their Bible reading and 
their religious thinking, and even for 
some he has to help them make their 
decision for God and right. Paul real- 
ized the importance of his calling and 
the responsibilities it holds, and I im- 
agine the dignity of such a ealling 
when he said, “We beseech you in 
Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to 
God.” Just imagine some preachers 
standing in Christ’s stead; standing 
for Christ in Christ’s position; ren- 
dering Christ’s decision, issuing 
Christ’s blessings which really every 
true minister does, when administer- 
ing the Word. I say just imagine some 
preachers in such an exalted position. 
No wonder they feel out of place and 
many times complain of not having a 
message. Why! in England a _ few 
weeks ago, some young ladies were 
presented to the court of the queen, 
but before they appeared before her 
highness they were trained and drill- 
ed in every little detail, so that they 
might reach and meet all the dignified 
qualifications of that splendid court. 
Now shift the picture from the ones 
presented to the person doing the 
presenting or introducing. The first 
thought upon seeing a person present- 
ed to her majesty the queen of Eng- 
land, is the dignity the attendant of 
that court preserved; and what an em- 
barrassment if that attendant should 
make a mistake. Brethren, we minis- 
ters have the privilege to introduce 
men and women to a much higher 
and grander court than that of Eng- 
land. We are duty-bound to present 
men and women to the King of all the 
universe, and just as truly as the at- 
tendants of these earthly courts have 
to be trained in the dignity, so do we 
have to be trained to preserve the dig- 
nity of our calling. 


Try to picture in your mind, the at- 
tendant of the court of King George 
of England appearing some day with- 
out his tie, or without his coat, or 
with his shoes muddy and needing 
shining. If you ever see such a picture 
you will have to imagine it, for that 
is one thing that does not happen.

between God and man, between life 


and death. I woule no more enter the 
pulpit without my coat than I would 
without my shirt. But some say it is 
too hot to wear a coat in the summer. 
Then get a thinner coat. Some say it 
is not necessary to wear a coat as no- 
body in our community objects to the 
preacher preaching without his coat. 
The difference between myself and 
some other preachers is they preach 
and dress to suit the people whereas 
I try to dress and preach to suit the 
God who hires me. I want God to look 
down and when He sees my personal 
appearance have Him to be pleased 
rather than ashamed of me. I don’t 
want to embarrass our God by coming 
into His presence without my clothes 
pressed, shoes polished, shirt, tie and 
collar clean. 

I will ask you tieless, collarless, un- 
polished shoe preachers this question, 
If you see a man going down the 
street, in dirty unpressed clothes, 
without a tie and dirty, muddy shoes, 
and you should ask some one who the 
man is and they would tell you he 
was a doctor, or lawyer, you would 
come to the conclusion right away 
that he was very unsuccessful at his 
profession. Yes, that is just the way 
the average man looks at the preach- 
er who cares nothing for his personal 
appearance. 


Then when you see a well dressed, 
dignified man, and some one says he 
is a lawyer or doctor, you take it as 
a matter of faet that he is. The rea- 
son you do is from the simple fact 
that everybody, including you, expects 
lawyers and doctors to appear that 
way. Just so the public expects the 
minister of the Gospel to be neatly 
dressed and have a dignified appear- 
ance. 


I would not want a seedy looking 
lawyer to defend me in court; neither 
would I want a seedy looking doctor 
to attend any of my family in case of 
sickness. I would be afraid they had 
not studied enough to accomplish any- 
thing worth while. I have the same 
kind of feelings toward seedy looking 
preachers who eare nothing for their 
personal appearance. You may think 
I am too hard and harsh, but my sub- 
ject is “Preserve thou the dignity of 
thy calling,” and I have to say some 
things that are hard in order to pene- 
trate the skins of those who are afraid 
that they will be getting proud and 
like the world if they tidy themselves 
up a little. I don’t care what the world 
thinks, I don’t care what some of our 
church members, and several of the 
ministers, who are too narrow minded 
to let themselves and others. dress 
neatly, think; I am proud of my call- 
ing, and, by the help of God I am go- 
ing to see to it that my personal ap- 
pearance is such that when I meet a 
stranger and he asks me what line of 
work I follow, I can unhesitatingly 
tell him that I am a minister of the 
Church of God, and realize that so far 
as personal appearances go, I at least 
make a favorable impression on him. 
More than once I have been ashamed 
to introduce the evangelist to the peo- 
ple the first night of the revival. And 
as sure as you are reading this article, 
I have never known a man of that 
kind, having the influence with the 
people, nor having the successful re- 
vival, as have the evangelists who take 
some pride in themselves and their ap- 
pearance. So from this on I have de- 
cided that I would have to see the 
evangelist before securing his services 
for a revival. I would like to say right 
here, that I never judge a revival by 
the excitement, at the time the meet- 
ing is in progress, but by the lasting 
good accomplished. For I have known 
some revivals that would have been 
better, if they had not been conducted. 

Then personal appearance is not the 
only thing necessary to preserve the 
dignity of the ministry. The next thing 
that is equally as important is the 
study and use of good language. Ignor- 
ance of which, and the seemingly 
glorying in such ignorance, will make 
a hit with some of the ignoramuses, 
but ignorance will never let you 
serve the masses who need the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ, nor can you 
preserve the dignity of your calling 
without mastering the rudiments and 
principles of a good grammar. I have 
heard some who have tried to refer to 
the original language of the Bible, 
when really they knew nothing of 
their own language; several of them 
could not begin to speak English cor- 
rectly. 

The thing a great many of us 
preachers needs is to burn more mid- 
night oil in the pursuit of good Eng- 
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ordained. 

We were glad to have with us some 
folks from Campaign and MeMinnville. 
The day was a wonderful day for 
Princes Chapel. We love our pastor, 
Brother C. H. Prince, and believe he 
is a real shepherd. 

We are now in a revival at Hickory, 
Tenn. with Brother Ralph Coulter in 
charge. Tne Lord is blessing wonder- 
tully. Fourteen were in the altar last 
night and three received the Holy 
Ghost. The end is not yet. The report 
will be given when it is over.

lish. I fear that a great many of the 
preachers worry too much about other 
tongues, the unknown tongue and so 
forth, and we don’t pay enough at- 
tention to our own tongue (language). 
My advice to all of that class of our 
ministers, who do 


not use English 


is that they 
English grammar 
and a good Webster’s unabridged dic- 
tionary, and study and study until you 
know enough that you may appear in 
any set of society and not be ashamed 
of your English. Some will think that 
such would be pride, and that if they 
used correct English that they would 
appear to be stuck up. Let me say 
right here that I had rather appear 
proud and stuck up, and know good 
English than to be proud that I didn’t 
know it. 

Brethren, there is no excuse for ig- 
norance, for any man who has brains 
enough to be a preacher has brains 
enough to learn. And those who will 
not learn are in every instant willful- 
ly lazy, and trifling and of the don’t- 
care disposition. I further advise that 
class (if they wish to be ministers in 
the Church of God and preserve the 
dignity of their calling), to buy them- 
selves some good books and read, read, 
and keep on reading; subscribe for a 
daily newspaper or two and read them, 
and while you are reading, study the 
language in which the articles are 
written and you will get a good knowl- 
edge of the language as it is spoken 
currently. Oh! but you say, I don’t be- 
lieve in reading the newspapers; well 
that doesn’t matter, you who belong 
to the class getting this advice need 
to throw away many things that are 
born and have root only in narrow 
minds. Now don’t think that I mean 
that all illiterate are narrow minded. 
I would not say such a thing, for 
many uneducated persons are very 
broad and liberal minded, but such are 
ever-lastingly studying so as to im- 
prove themselves that they might be 
a blessing to their calling and those 
who are ministers of this class are 
studying hard so as to preserve the 
dignity of their calling. 

I would like to say right here, 
brethren, that a man can have knowl- 
edge and yet not be proud nor stuck 
up. Many, many persons who are well 
versed are as humble as any people 
you can find, even among the unedu- 
cated. 

I pray that God will help us to 
reach the place where education will 
be given its rightful place in the 
church and where ignorance will be 
discouraged by both the ministry and 
laity. But first every minister who by 
word or gesture discourages learning, 
must be converted to the doctrine of 
good language, then the bringing up 
of the laity will be comparatively easy. 

My prayer to God is, Give us a good 
graded school for our uneducated 
preachers, and a doctrinal school with 
plenty of doctrinal text books for all 
of us preachers. Then all of us could 
secure the learning necessary, and eV- 
ery preacher who expected to con- 
tinue preaching should have to pass a 
certain percent in graded school work, 
and a high percent in the doctrinal 
school work. Those who refused to 
study should be deprived of their cre- 
dentials. And all new candidates for 
the ministry should have to pass the 
same high grade. Then and only then 
can we have the ministry necessary 
to convert the world to Christ. 

We have the Spiritual, now give us 
the literal educational advantages and 
we will turn the world up-side down 
for Christ and His Church. Amen.

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EDUCATION 


LONE TREE, N. Dak.—Dear read- 
ers and fellow-students, I take great 
delight in writing a few lines in be- 
half of the Church of God Bible Train- 
ing School. I must say that I greatly 
appreciate the prigilege of attending 
the last term ‘of school and hope I can 
be back this year. I often think of the 
happy days spent in school and of the 
teachers and students and long to see 
them all again. 


Since I gave my heart to the Lord, 
I’ve had a desire to do something for 
Him. This evening I feel encouraged 
to press on. I’ve been thinking and 
wondering what I should write that 
would be of interest to the readers so 
while I was thinking of how much I 
have been benefited by attending 
school, the word education came to my 
mind. 

Education as defined by Webster is 
the act or process of educating or 
training, as by a prescribed course of 
study or discipline, or the knowledge, 
skill, and development of character ac- 
quired by such training. 

I will use for a text Acts 7:22, “And 
Moses was learned in all the wisdom 
of the Egyptians, and was mighty in 
words and in deeds.” Moses was one of 
the most learned men of his time. 
There is much in his experience to 
commend the subject of education. We 
see in his training God’s testimony in 
favor of education. Moses was placed 
where he could enjoy all the advan- 
tages of education. We also see in 
reading the book of the Proverbs God’s 
will in favor of education in the 
schools of the prophets, in the teach- 
ing of the Bible, and in the capacity 
and carvings of the human mind. The 
education of the mind is a_ sacred 
duty. Education is of great value. 
Think of the cost of Moses’ education, 
the suffering of the Israelites, and the 
dangers of a heathen court. Think of 
the increased power it gave him. By 
education mental diamonds are polish- 
ed, gold is converted into current coin, 
No matter what vocation one may 
choose in life, a good education en- 
ables him to do better the work that 
he has to do. We need to study the 
Word of God, 2 Tim. 2:15. Some may 
say they do not need to go to school 
that the Lord will help them, but lis- 
ten if the Lord can bless us in our ig- 
norance, how much more could He 
bless us if we knew the Word of God. 

Secular education is not in itself 
sufficient. Man has a twofold nature— 
mental and moral. We should educate 
both. Moses received a religious train- 
ing first from his mother and later 
from God in the desert. Moses was dis- 
tinguished for eminence both in secu- 
lar and religious education. 

Intelligent piety is the best piety. 
We should seek to do all in our power 
to prepare ourselves for God’s service, 
In these days of schools and colleges,
